Even though Wilmington has 
succeeded in paying off a large 
portion of its bonded in 
debtedness, an “override” vote 
by the town will be needed, if the 
proposed construction is to be 
paid tor. That word “override 
preters to the process whereby 
the town votes to override the 
effect otf Proposition 2%, the 
limit on — spending — in 
Massachusetts. 

If the town does not vote an 
override, then a smaller ad

Town Manager Buzz Stape- 
zynski figured costs, on an 
assumption that the town did 


vole an override, and that the 
bonds were for 15 years at nine 
and one-half percent interest 
The full cost for the first year 
will be $927,000, he said. Of that 
the state will reimburse the 
town tor $294,000, leaving the 
sum of $633,000 to be raised out 
of taxes for the first year 
Using this figure, and basing 
the costs on last year’s tax rate, 
this would mean an increase in 
taxes of something over $1.10 
per 1,000 valuation, in the first 
year, Stapezynski told the PBC 
If the town should try to get a 
loan for 20 years, instead of 15, 
the cost would be higher, he 
said, because of the present 
structure of interest rates.

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The Harnden family of Wilmington 


‘The first 100 years 
The Harnden family of 
Wilmington has a joking 
reference to themselves and 
their history, Probably, but not 
certainly it came from Dr 
Daniel Buzzell. Mrs. Buzzell was 
of the Harnden family 
Their joke is that there will 
* always be a Harnden present, 
when there is going to be a fight. 
It refers in part to John 
Harnden, He was at Concord, 
and again in the redoubt at 
Bunker Hill. It refers to Henry 
Harnden, he who captured 
ContederatePresident Jefferson 
Davis at the end of the Civil 
War. It refers too, to the 22 men 
of the Harnden family who 
served in that war. 
And, of course, the men who 
played a part in the Revolution, 
The Harnden family has been 


a part of Wilmington since 
probably, 1665, and most cer- 
tainly since 1667. Their history 


goes back 300 years. This is to 
tell the story of the first 100 


of the Puritan im- 
(Independents, 


migrants 
mostly) landed at Salem in 1628. 
They moved to Charlestown, 
and then to Boston, where the 


Rev. Mr, Blackstone, an 
Anglican (Church of England) 
priest had been living alone for 
tour years. He lived by a spring, 
on what is now Boston Common, 
He shortly moved to the area of 
the now Blackstone River, in 
Rhodelslandand 
Massachusetts. 

He had left England he said, 
because he did not like the 
“Lord Bishops” of the Anglican 
Church, He left Boston because 
he did not like the ‘Lord 
Brethern’’ of the Independents. 

For the Independents molded 
the society of Massachusetts for 
the first 50 years. Mr. 
Blackstone was not alone, in not 
liking the Lord Brethern. 

Thousands of people came 
trom England, and some from 
Scotland in the 10 years after 
Boston was settled. ‘The colony 
grew. By 1642 there were two 
towns to the northwest, named 
Woburn and Reading (today's 


spelling) 
Woburn was the land that is 
now Winchester, Woburn, 
Burlington, and that part of 


Wilmington known as Goshen 
Reading was what is now North 
Reading, Reading, Wakefield 
and the easterly part of what is 
now Wilmington

on the present common (or near 
it) in that city. The Reading 
church was on the southerly 
shores of Lake Quannipowitt, in 
Wakefield, where the Wakefield 
Congregational Church is 
located today. 

Distances were far in some 
instances. From the north of 
Goshen to the church in Woburn 
was eight miles. From the north 
of Reading to the church near 
Lake Quannipowett was also 
eight miles. 

The early expansion, among 
other things, made a road to 
Andover necessary. Andover 
had been settled by people’ who 
went up the Merrimack River, 
from the sea. 

To get to Andover from Boston 
one had to go up the coast and 
Merrimack River by boat, for 
there was a huge swamp, on 
both sides of the Ipswich River. 
With the settlement of Reading, 
it was found that there was a 
ford across the river in that 
town. That ford is today the site 
of Jenks Bridge in East 
Wilmington. 

A bridge was constructed 
there by the colony. It was 
authorized in 1644. It was not the 
first bridge in Massachusetts, 
but was one of the earliest. 

That bridge was on the road 
from Boston to Andover. 
Naturally that became the name 
of the road - The Andover Road. 
And, like the expanding railroad 
of 200 years later, it quickly 
went on, to Haverhill and toward 
what is now the State of Maine 

It was in 1666 or 1667 that 
Richard and Mary Harnden 
settled on a hill overlooking The 
‘Andover Road, Where they lived 
is now 67 High Street in North 
‘Wilmington. 

The Andover Road at that 
time was only a path through the 
forest. 

Three miles to the south dwelt 
Will Butter, the first white man 
to live in what is now 
Wilmington. He lived at what is 
now the corner of Chestnut 
Street and Mill Road. 

‘An equal distance to the south- 
west was the home of Abraham 
Jaquith. His home was actually 
in Billerica, but today the site is 
on Aldrich Road, about opposite 
Forest Street, Wigngton 

These were thé first three 
homes in Wilmington.

and the oaks and other trees on 
the hills. The Andover Road (on 
nearly the route of today’s route 
93) was a lonely path through 
the forest. 

There were only a few natives, 
called by the English settlers 
Aberginians. Small pox, about 
1617 had decimated the 
Massachusetts Indians. 
Wilmington and other nearby 
communities had been well 
populated by those people 
Buck's Hill, where the Wildwood 
School is today, was an Indian 
village for several thousand 
years, and the plains below it 
had been their garden. 

Richard Harnden, according 
to the Harnden tradition, landed 
on the shores of Lynn sometime 
after 1630. He then went to 
Virginia, in a small boat he 
owned and later returned to 
what is now Rhode Island. He 
must have been a young man in 
1630, for he lived until 1693. 

It was about 1665 that he first 
appeared in Reading. A list of 59 
homes in that town already 
erected in 1666 does not contain 
his name. In 1667 he and Mary 
Harnden were living at the site 
that is now 67 High Street. Their 
home overlooked the Andover 
Road. 

‘Their marriage was recorded 
as being on October 24, 1666. 

The first born was John 
Harnden, on August 30, 1668. He 
was to be the first of a number of 
Harndens named John, 

Benjamin Harnden was 
second, on Apri! 24, 1671. He too, 
was to be followed by many with 


the same name. There were 
others, some of whom died 
young. 


Ebenezer, born April 14, 1679, 
married a Malden girl named 
Rebecca. Elizabeth, born in 
1683, died in Andover apparently 
unmarried on August 9, 1756. 


Hephzibah, born September 19, ° 


1688 married Abiel Chandler of 
Andover and there was one 
daughter, Hephzibah. 

There was another person, 
named Barachius, said to have 
been born to the family in 1676. 
There is no such record in 
Reading. Barachius Harndine 
was taxed in Andover in 1697 and 
he married a girl named Mary 
in that town in 1701. In Medford 
his name was recorded as Ar- 
nold. 

But 


there was another 


Barachius. Barachius Harnden, 
born in 1713 to Benjamin and 
Elizabeth Holt Harnden. She 
was an Andover girl. 

The name Richard Harnden 
does show up from time to time 
in the Reading records, In 1668 
he paid two shilling’six pence on 
a 10 pound rate (tax) assessed 
for land that had been taken 
from the Indians some years 
earlier. In 1687 he was paid 15 
shilling, for having killed “an 
old bear.” And in 1688 Richard 
Harnden subscribed three 
pounds and five shillings toward 
the cost of building a new 
meeting house. 

The town, in 1692 voted to sell 
the old meeting house and to use 
the money, 25 shillings, to help 
to pay for a school. That school 
was voted in 1693, a “Free 
School.”” 

Richard Harnden waited until 
he was an old man before he 
joined the Reading church, That 
was in 1687. 

It has been noted that he had 
lived for a while in Rhode 


Island, settled by Roger 
Williams. The Rev. Mr. 
Williams was a Baptist. Was 


Richard Harnden of the same 
belief? Was that why he delayed 
joining the Reading church? 

John Harnden, the first son, 
did not wait long, as did his 
father, before joining the 
church, although the date is not 
known. He was early a deacon in 
the church and had to spend 
time, on occasion, in what is now 
Wakefield, attending meetings 
and on other business for the 
church, 

John (he can be called the first 
Jotm) married a girl named 
Susanne on April 16, 1690. The 
date appears to be certain. This 
can be of interest, because 
according to the Reading 
records the first child was a 
daughter, Hefsabeth, born Sept. 
19, 1688. Obviously there is an 
error somewhere. 

Such errors are not infrequent 
in records of that day. They can 
result from verbal reports, or 
trom efforts to reconstruct (or 
correct) events in a later year 
Itis to be noted that the Reading 
records apparently do not have 
the names of some other 
children born to this family 

Abigail was the first born to 
live. (April 25, 1692). It was she

Question asked 


What energy crisis? 


As recently as three years ago, 
one of the top news stories was the 
escalation in cost and the 
potential unavailability of energy 
supplies 


It seemed like every issue of the 
local weekly newspaper, as well 
as the major dailies and national 
news magazines, contained at 
least one article related to the 
energy crisis. Home heating oil 
prices were escalating from the 
mid-1977 level of about 50 cents 
per gallon through one dollar per 
gallon and were to peak later at 
as much as $1.30 per gallon. 

Now comes the summer of '83. 
Fuel prices seem to have 
stabilized and even declined 
Rather than talk of an energy 
shortage, there is now talk of the 
energy glut. Rarely does an 
‘energy’ story make any page, let 
alone the front page. 


What has happened? Oh, how 
fickle we Americans are! 

In a survey of Massachusetts 
citizens recently conducted for 
Mass-Save, several questions 
were asked regarding perception 
of the energy problem. These 
same questions had been asked in 
two previous surveys. The trend 
in the responses is quite in- 
teresting. 


One of the questions asked of all 
participants was to agree or 
disagree with the statement that 
“The cost of heating my home 
will continue to rise rapidly in the 
foreseeable future."" In 1981, 92 
percent of the respondents agreed 
with this position; in 1982, this 
dropped to 78 percent; in early 
1983, only 65 percent agreed. 


A second question asked was 
“Compared to my other economic 
worries, the cost of heating my 
home is a minor concern." In 
1981, about 15 percent of the 
respondents agreed with this 
proposition. In 1982, this had risen 
to 26 percent, while in 1983, nearly 
38 percent agreed. 


During these three years, only 
one-third (but a consistent one 
third) of respondents agreed that 
“American technology will 
develop an energy source to 
provide enough energy so that we 
will not have to conserve any 
more."’ On the other hand, over 
this same period, a 
two-thirds agreed that 
“Have done everything 
could to save energy in 
home,” 

One final observation. In these 
same survey pondents were 

ed for concurrence with the 
statement that “I am opposed to 
waste in any form, including 
energy." Not unexpectedly, there 
was overwhelming support for 
this statement 

Thus, we are faced with an 
anomalous situation. Over the 
last several years, the cost of 
home heating fuel has risen much 
higher than inflation. Yet, over 
this same period, Americans’ 
concern regarding the cost 
escalation has declined, and their 
lack of concern regarding its 
economic impact has increased. 

At the same time, they are no 
more optimistic regarding a 
technological breakthrough, nor 
regarding the fruits of their own 
efforts, than they were three 
years ago.

You might say George Schreiner is an expert in vertical 
living 

Each morning, from his fourth-floor bedroom, he de- 
scends a flight of stairs to reach his closet. Another flight and 
he's to the bathroom. One more to get to the kitchen and out 
the front door 

“It's like a two-bedroom condo on its side," Mr. Schreiner 
says . 

‘One Sunday recently, with yellow tape measure in hand 
the young assistant professor at the Harvard Medical School 
established that the lean-looking structure was 10 feet. 4 
inches wide — which might qualify it as the second narrow 
est house in North America 

Admittedly, the conclusion is not based on the most exten: 
sive data. The historic section of the city of Quebec boasts of 
having the narrowest house in North America. but that turns 
out to be a huge 15 feet, 3 inches. 

A New York dwelling in Greenwich Village has done much 
better, with a slim profile of 97; feet, according to Alan 
Haber, public relations director of the city’s Landmarks 
Preservation Commission. 

(Global dimensions to the contest were squelched by the 
Guinness Book of World Records, which says the world's 
smallest residence belonged to Alexander Wortley. an Eng 
lishman who spent his last 20 years in a 5-by-4-by-3-foot box. 
with a small extention for his feet.) 

Still, Schreiner’s abode, on Hull Street near the historic 
Old North Church, deserves some sort of acclaim ~ if only 
for the legend that surrounds it 

It is called the Spite House ~ not, as one might suspect 
because it forces its dwellers to clamber endlessly up and 
down stairs, but because of its origins. 

As the story goes, several years after the Revolutionary 
War, three brothers divided an inheritance. The two eldest 
got adjacent houses set back from the street, while the youn 
gest was saddled with a small plot in front of the houses. 

This didn’t sit well with the youngest, so he decided to 
build a house of his own on the site, effectively keeping horses 
and carriages from having access to his brothers’ dwellings. 

He used a hodgepodge of leftover materials. One side is 
brick, the other three are made of clapboard, and “there's 
not a right angle in the place," Schreiner says. But ulti- 
mately, the youngest son's house would be the only one to 
survive to the present day 

‘The other two were torn down so long ago that even the 
neighborhood old-timers barely remember them, Schreiner 
says. And the demolition left him with a huge backyard — so 
huge. in fact, that it is perhaps the largest backyard in the 
surrounding area, he adds, although scientific data are 
lacking

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Why a child's 
play is a 
serious matter 


By Rushworth M. Kidder 


The creator of “Mr. Rogers’ Neighborhood" has a tal- 
€nt for putting things simply. So when television host Fred 
Rogers turns to the question of why children play, his an- 
Swers are uncomplicated — and worth remembering 

‘For young children, their play is their work.” he 
Writes in his new book, “Mr. Rogers Talks With Parents,”” 
“and the more we can encourage children to play, the 
more we will be giving them a really important lifelong 
resource to draw on." Why? Because playing is “an ex- 
Pression of our creativity: and creativity . . . is at the very 
root of our ability to learn, to cope, to become whatever 
we may be." 

If he is right — his playing has an impact on a child's 
future beyond what many of us suspect — then another 
question presents itself. What, these days, is the state of 
“play”? How are children playing — and what does that 
tell us about the present state of our society and prospects 
for its future? 

Several recent reports in this newspaper raise warning 
flags. A front-page story from London 
last month noted a growing problem 
of teen-age addiction to video games. 
An article in today’s issue comments 
on the trend back toward “war toys.”” 
Isolated instances, perhaps. But when 
placed alongside statistics from the 
Toy Manufacturers of America 
(TMA, a 240-member industry association), they take on 
added significance. 

TMA, charting major categories of toy sales since 1978, 
finds such things as preschool toys in decline, along with 
unpowered toy cars and trucks. Games and puzzles are 
barely holding steady. Yet total toy sales have nearly dou- 
bled in value, The reason: astounding growth in video 
hardware (up from $325 million in 1980 to $980 million last 
year) and video software ($130 million to $1.1 billion in the 
Same period) 

“Youngsters are always intrigued with the latest 
thing," says TMA president Douglas Thomson, who 
attributes video-game growth largely to novelty. Its 
8rowth also mirrors the high-tech vogue now sweeping the 
adult world, bringing with it everything from digital 
| watches to personal computers. Few dispute.the time-sav- 

Ing advantages of these devices. Their beeping and 
brightly lit video-game counterparts can also be seen as 
beneficial — teaching quick reflex, rapid calculation, and 
alert reasoning 

Behind the fad, however, lurks a challenge. Mr. Thom- 
Son puts his finger on it when he notes that, in the world of 
toy sales, one category's gain is another's loss. Buried in 
the TMA specifics are those losses: in plastic model kits, 
craft material, science sets (microscopes, telescopes. and 
the like), scale-model railroads, and construction sets. A 
chunk of the market worth $353 million in 1981, it plum: 
meted to $271 million last year 

So what? Well, look at what these toys have in com 
mon. All of them teach mechanical dexterity, careful di- 
rection-following, and the satisfaction of making a lasting 
object. They also teach something else that should be 
highly prized in our fast-moving, céntemporary culture 
patience, the capacity to sustain an interest in long-term 
projects without immediate results. They teach us to wait 
for the paint to dry — to build with deliberate care, to 
return repeatedly to the same project. 

Video games, in contrast, seem generally to feature 
violent conflicts terminated suddenly by explosive 
annihilation. Their popularity, in fact, may be related to 
the growth of “war toy”’ sales. Offering a sense of immedi- 
ate power instead of slowly developing mastery, they pro- 
vide the child, in Mr. Thomson's words, with ‘something

‘The key phrase here, one hopes, is "'as now designed.” 
Video hardware grows more sophisticated each week 
and no one fs seriously calling on us to turn back the clock 
and impose yesterday's toys on today's youngsters. But 
the games themselves ~ the software — seem almost Ne- 
anderthal in their poverty of imagination. The physical 
advances in circuits need parallel mental and moral ad:

Boston’s 
‘dirty water’ 
is not so

Sailboats and sculls skimming across the 
Charles River Basin here look less than idyl 
lic when one is standing armpit-deep in tepid, 
olive-green water, ankles anchored in cold, 
oozing muck. 

‘The burning question for two overturned 
oarsmen recently — as they scrambled to 
right a scull before an audience of grinning 
joggers — was: Just what is in the murky 
water of the Charles? 

According to Paul Hogan at the Massachu: 
setts Department of Environmental Protec 
tion, there is still sewage flowing “‘unoffi 
cially” from storm overflows into the Charles 
Basin, but “the river as a whole is excellent."" 
There has been ‘substantial’ improvement 
in the past decade. 

The Charles begins 25 miles away in 
Hopkinton, the starting point for the Boston 
Marathon. It then follows a winding course 
north, south, east, and west — over 80 miles —

Even in the '60s, according to Rita Barron 
of the Charles River Watershed Association, 
“one dye company in Needham used to pour 
out its vats into the Charles and the river ac 
tually ran different colors. Some days it was

Barron says. The perception of it as a danger 
ous river to swim in because of sewage and 
other wastes is “‘one of the most difficult 
things we have to work against," she says 
“It's so hard to get people to recognize that it 
has changed."’

The river's brown or dark-green color still 
turns many people away, Mrs. Barron says, 
but “‘it’s not all that bad.
